To the inhabitants of the town of Farmington qualified 
to vote in town affairs: 

You are hereby notified to meet at the town hall in said 
town on Tuesday, the ninth day of March next, at 
nine of the clock in the forenoon to act upon the fol- 
lowing subjects: 

Article 1 To see if the town will vote to appropriate the 
money received from the state to the town current 
expense fund. 

Article 2. To see what sum of money the town will vote 
to raise to defray expenses for the ensuing year and 
make appropriation for the same. 

Article 3. To see if the town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate the amount of money necessary to secure 
state aid for the permanent improvement of high- 
ways, Chapter 35, Laws of 1905. 

Article 4 To see if the town will vote to apply for trunk 
line aid and raise and appropriate money for the 
same, Chapter 93, Section 6, Laws of 1915. Also 
federal aid. 

Article 5 To see if the town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate the amount of money necessary to secure 
the state portion of the maintenance fund. 

Article 6 To see what sum of money the town will vote 
to raise on a thousand of valuation for the repair 
and improvement of highways and bridges the en- 
suing year. 
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Article 7 To see what sum of money the town will vote 
to authorize the selectmen to hire for the purpose of 
paying the debt of the town the ensuing year. 


Article 8 To see if the town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate a sum of money for the purpose of building 
and repairing concrete sidewalks. 

Article 9 To see if the town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate a sum of money to be used in exterminat- 
ing moths. 


Article 10 To see if the town will vote to buy a surety 
bond for the town treasurer. 


Article 11. To see if the town will vote to authorize the 
selectnen to distribute the inventory blanks at the 
time they examine and appraise the property to be 
taxed. 

Article 12. To see what sum of money the town will vote 
to raise and appropriate to Carlton Post, G. A. R., to 
be used for Memorial Day purposes May 30, 1920. 


Article 13. To see what sum of money the town will vote 
to raise and appropriate for the improvement of Fer- 
nald Park. 


Article 14 To see what sum of money the town will vote 
to raise and appropriate for the care and improve- 
ment of Edgerly Park for the ensuing year, and that 
said appropriation be intrusted to the Farmington 
Woman’s Club to be expended for that purpose. 


Article 15 To see if the town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate the amount of money necessary to secure 
state and federal aid in exterminating the white pine 
blister. 
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Article 16 To see if the town will vote to raise an addi- 
tional sum of three hundred dollars for the perma- 
nent honor roll of the Farmington boys who served 
in the Great World War, and appropriate money for 
same. 

Article 17 To see what action the town wishes to take 
in regard to a bill for damages from John Burke on 
account of the breaking of a bridge Sept. 20, 1919. 

Article 18 To see what special action the town wishes 
to take in regard to bridges and make provision for 
the same. 

Article 19 To hear report of selectmen and take such 
action as the voters deem advisable in regard to 
sewer on Main Street hill. 

Article 20 (By request) To see if the town will vote 
to exempt from local taxation the stock in trade of 
the United Box & Lumber Co., for a period of ten 
years. 

Article 21 To choose three selectmen; a town clerk, a 
town treasurer and all other necessary officers and 
agents for the year ensuing.

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Selectmen’s Report 
for the year 1919 | 


As a consistent step in the discharge of the duties in- 
cumbent upon the offices of your board of selectmen, we 
early adopted the policy of frequent conference and ad- 
vice with our constituents. Not alone for the purpose of 
escaping any censure that might fall upon our adminis- 
tration by acting entirely upon the authority vested in 
us by the mere action of our election, has this been done, 
but because we realize with the voters, as with ourselves, 
‘it is impossible, at any town meeting or other convention 
of similar purposes to measure or anticipate the scope of 
responsibilities that may devolve upon the office in the 
course of a year. Conditions incident to any number of 
unexpected emergencies may call for initiative action on 
the part of the town officers, and whenever such have 
confronted us we have endeavored to gain a census of con- 
servative opinion in the matter, and to combine with this 
element of authority our best judgments before under- 
taking the object. However, we do appreciate, in the 
most serious sense, that no campaign of action or admin- 
istration can be carried out successfully without a suit- 
able preface of plans and forethought to guide its course. 
And in view of this fact, we do not hesitate to offer 
recommendations for the future, and to submit such in- 
formation as the developments of the past year have made 
available, in passing to the citizens of Farmington this, 
our report for the year just closed. 
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First, we would call attention to wooden bridges. The 
time has come when this sort of structure must go. The 
law now requires that bridges must be of sufficient ca- 
pacity to support a weight of six tons and often they are 
called upon to carry burdens as great as ten or twelve 
tons, with the result that a wooden bridge is weakened 
to such an extent that a load much under the prescribed 
legal weight subsequently breaks through and thereby 
precipitates unlooked for liabilities upon the town. 

Besides, were mere wooden bridges to be continued, 
repairs and maintenance would not be matters of feasible 
economy from the very fact that suitable planks are al- 
most impossible to get and, when secured, cost $45.00 per 
thousand. <As nothing lighter than three inch stock can 
be used, it mounts the cost to $135.00 per thousand, ‘‘on 
the sticks.” 

We feel sure that all are aware that the Hayes bridge 
is one of the town’s greatest bridge liabilities and after 
careful consideration of the matter we took up the subject 
with the state and have completed tentative details for 
making the bridge a permanent structure without cost to 
the tax payers. 

Many of the smaller bridges (constantly needing re- 
pairs that entail expense) need attention. And we be- 
lieve it a sound policy to hire money to replace the 
smaller of the wooden spans with metal culverts and the 
larger ones with cement, and do as much of this work as 
possible each year until our bridges are made permanent 
constructions. The costs of interests would amount to 
only about one-fifth the expense of repair. 

TAXATION 

Always an important subject, “taxation” seems to have 

its place quite properly in this report. Last year our 
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state tax was $2,200,000. This year it is considerably 
less, or 41,700,000, making a difference of $500,000. This 
year the county tax is higher by $16,000, the 1919 tax be- 
ing S68,000 as against $84,000 for the current year. 
However, the increase in the latter is not nearly enough 
to offset the decrease in the state tax, so Farmington’s 
portion, on the whole, will be less the coming year. 

We are paying our debt faster than necessary. Where 
we are required to pay $1,000 a year we have gained 
$1,456.12 in the last two years, so it is not imperative that 
the town raise anything to this item this year. 

We also wish to call attention to the money received 
from the state: The time has come when the savings 
bank tax will not take care of the current expenses. 
This year some money from the state is needed to balance 
this account. We appropriated $5,000 for current ex- 
penses thirty years ago, when everything cost much less 
than it does today. Then there were no forest fire bills 
or municipal court bills and assistance to the town poor 
cost $100, where today it amounts to nearly $1,000. 

In closing, we wish to say that should the schools and 
precinct ask for the same appropriations as last vear the 
town may expect its tax rate to drop in the precinct 
about $3.00 on each thousand of valuation.
